CONTINENTAL PHONE RATES. 
TO INCREASE BY 5.7% 


The Maine Public Utilities Com- 
mission on Sept. 15 amended its 
‘January decision ‘on Continental 
Telephone Company of Maine's 
application for increased rates, 


The original decision nof. only 
denied Continental’s request for 
additional revenue (filed in March, 
1976), but also ordered rate re- 
ductions totaling $400,000. In re- 
viewing the company’s appeal, 
however, the commission has 
agreed that there were “errors 
‘and inconsistencies” in their cal- 
culations of the company’s revenue 
requirement by approximately 


_ $103,500, and ordered local service 


rate increases. averaging 5.7% of 
present rates, 


¢ Residential customers’ local ser- 
vice rates will go up between 20 
40 cents a month; business custo- 
mers’ increases will range from 45 
to. 75 cents per month. The in- 
creases’ are effective Sept: 19. 
‘Certain other supplemental servi- 
ces will also be increased. 


W. O. Houman, president of 
Continental Telephone Company 
of’Maine, said that the Commis- 
sion’s latest order in no way ef- 
fects the utility’s: plan to appeal 
the original decision. “We believe 
that the Commission was in error 
in ordering any rate reduction and 
disagree with them on _ several 
fundamental items,” said Houman, 
“and will pursue our appeal on 
these grounds.” :

“DeSenectute”, meaning “Concern- 
ing Old Age.” JT knew that I would 
_never find a copy in any New 
York City secondary schools of 
which there are scores; I called 
Gould Academy—was referred to 
Mrs. Ouwinga, whose husband 
brought me an English version. I 
was delightfully surprised by the 
wide extent and variety of Gould’s 
learning resources. Among many 
quotable gems from Cicero are 
the following: “There is nothing 
then in the argument that old age 
is devoid of useful activity. “Large 
affairs are not performed by 
‘muscle, speed, nimbleness, but by 
reflection, character, judgment. In 
age these qualities are not dimin- 
ished but augmented”... .“All men 
wish to attain old age yet grum- 
ble when they have done so.... 
What is more charming than an 
old age surrounding by the en- 
thusiasm of youth.” There is noth- 
ing in the argument that old age 
Js devoid of useful activity. This 
fact is amply exemplified by the 
scores of old legislators, judges, 
professional people including em- 
inent scientists, authors and re- 
porters who carry on the daily af- 
fairs of our own country, “Exer- 
cise and temperatice can preserve 
some of a man’s vigor, even in old 
age.” Where would one find bet- 
ter suited or more competent baby 
sitters than among grandparents, 

Cicero wrote his treatise on old 
age in 46 B. C., and it is as ger- 
mane today as it was over 2,000 
years ago, when he composed it. I 
commend it highly to anybody who
